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1. brance examinations for Czechoslovak paratroop units, under the command 
of General Palecek, are given at Zakupy (Reichstadt, 051/F85) and at 
Strag (Wartenberg, O51 /¥95). Examinations and trial training, similar to 
those for flying personnel, last two months, after which successful re- 
cruits are admitted to training groups, 


«, The first course given is infantry training designed to condition troops 
for combat behind enemy lines, Physical training consists of rigid con- 
ditioning exercises, fast marches, running tests, and obstacle coursés, 
Map reading, orientation, and mofement across country are included, The 
men are familiarized with various tank and aircraft types, Instruction 
is given in the use of rifles, machine guns,and SMGs. Marches, over 
30, 60,and 120 kilometer long routes, are integrated with special problens 
en route, This course runs for six months and some of that time is spent 
at the Zakupy and Straz camps, 


3. After this, fledgling paratroops are moved to Kumr (Kummer, O31 /F94), 
where they receive’ actual Parachute training. Increased emphasis is 
placed on conditioning, cross country marches, and obstacle courses, and 
there are special courses in the use of synthetic apparatus and parachute 
packing. The final stage is devoted to Jumps. 


4, After completion of basic training, the men are returned to barracks 
where they are instructed in the use of explosives, camping, and guerilla 
warfare, Training is constantly varied, improved, and repeated under more 
and more severe conditiong during the whole two year period of active 
service, ; .
